As is generally known by engineers in 
this field, a refrigerating plant operates most 
economically if the suction pressure is kept 
as high and the discharge pressure as low, as 
possible. The temperature maintained in the 
cooling coils (and in the condenser) corresponds 
to these pressures, a high temperature also going 
with a high pressure. Hence for best economy 
the temperature in the cooling coils must be 
kept as high as practicable while still doing 
the work (though one would naturally think 
the coils should always be kept as cold as pos- 
sible). This fact calls for the use of large 
cooling surfaces in the evaporator and a careful 
balance between the cost of cooling water and 
tube surface in the condenser. 

A third factor in the operation of the sys- 
tem is control, including the regulation of the 
flow of the refrigerant and the cooling water, 
also the starting and stopping of the machine, 
pumps, etc. As specialists in the automatic 
control of refrigerating systems, we offer you 
a choice of several methods, both full-automatic 
and semi-automatic, and can point to many 
satisfactory installations employing each kind.
